An Edmonton Polite email 
leaked to Metro shows the ser¬ 
vice targeting the 1 IS Avenue 
area for scofflaws — including 
cyclists riding on the sidewalk 
— and one officer describing 
the riders as “undesirables.* 

The document is an email 
dated Dec. 1, with information 
such as names and addresses 
redacted. Jn it an Edmonton 
Police Service officer writes 
Eo an unknown person: “As 
you know on IIS Ave. a lot of 
undesirables ride their bikes 

I tlieir only means of transpor¬ 
tation] on the sidewalk, which 
people have complained about 
to police.'" 

They go on to note they 


have conducted an operation 
in the area to deal with people 
“breaking the law." 

The leaked email comes 
to light after police recently 
ticketed Jorg Schlagheck for 
riding his bicycle on the side¬ 
walk next to IIS Avenue, in 
the city's northeast, by Wayne 
Gretzky Drive. 

Schlagheck wonders if po¬ 
lice are judging him for choos¬ 
ing to bike — which many 
marginalized people do to 
move around — after hearing 
of the leaked email. 

Edmonton Police have 
downplayed its operation on 
IIS Avenue. 

In an email, EPS spokesman 
Scott Partisan said the oper¬ 
ation appears to be a commun¬ 
ity action team deployment. 

He said Edmonton Police 
carry out such deployments 
to address areas in the city 
Ehat are seeing increases in 
property and violent crime. 

The action is, "Simply addi¬ 
tional, focused enforcement 
initiatives, * 1 " he said. “Nothing 
out of the ordinary, though." 

But Chris Chan, executive 


director with the Edmonton 
Bicycle Commuters Society 
(EBCS), says it's “extremely 
disturbing" to read that po¬ 
lice refer to some of the city's 
cyclists as being an “undesir¬ 
ables." 

“The bias against people 
who ride bikes is unaccept¬ 
able." Chan said. “We’ve 
worked with inner-city agen¬ 
cies and EPS. too. on programs 
for youth and adults to equip 
them with bikes for health 
and transportation." 

EKCS doesn’t condone rid¬ 
ing on sidewalks generally, 
Chan said, adding that's be-

cause it’s often more danger¬ 
ous and conflicts with ped¬ 
estrians. 

Still, the area Schlagheck 
got his ticket is tough. “Up 
until last week, there was only 
oue safe option for bikes trav¬ 
elling past Rexall Place — the 
sidewalk," Chan said. 

Schlagheck said his trust 
in police has “been a little 
hit disturbed" after learning 
about the operation and the 
“undesirables’ 1 phrase. 

“How do you define an un¬ 
desirable?" he asked. "We’re 
ail human. Undesirable, Eo me. 
means one group of people is 
lesser than the other. That’s 
wrong." 

Chan questioned why police 
are using “scarce" resources 
on ticketing cyclists for riding 
on the sidewalk, 

“What's the point?" he 
asked. “To encourage more 
cyclists to ride in the middle 
of US Avenue across Wayne 
Gretzky Drive?" 

Edmonton Police have said 
Schlagheck can fight the tick¬ 
et, which is something he in¬ 
tends to do. 
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There's a serious

Mark McGowan remembers Ri¬ 
chard (Ricky) Jordahl dancing 
to his music when he busked 
along Whyte Avenue. 

Despite protests from Mc¬ 
Gowan, he said Jordahl would 
often toss him a dollar before 
leaving — even though he 
was homeless and needed the 
money more. 

A friend informed McGowan 
that jordahl was found dead on 
Dec. 1, in the alley he usually 
slept in behind H20 Lounge on 
Whyte Avenue. 

The cause of death is un¬ 
known, but community mem¬ 
bers believed Jordahl died from 


the cold. 

His death has reignited calls 
for more comprehensive servi¬ 
ces on the south side for those 
experiencing homelessness. 

Rylan Kafara, leader of the in¬ 
ner city recreation and wellness 
program at both Boyle Street 
Community Services and the 
Bissell Centre, said JordahTs 
death is a “terrible tragedy." 

There are no overnight shel¬ 
ters on the south side, apart 
from the Youth Empowerment 
and Support Services shelter for 
teens, he said. 

That makes it difficult for 
homeless people located away 
from the downtown core — 
and many can't cross the river 
because they run the risk of a 
S254J fine of getting on the LKT 
without a ticket, he said. 

McGowan said Jordahl pre¬ 
ferred staying away from down¬ 
town shelters because he feared 
gang-activity north of the river, 

“Unfortunately, just due to 
the circumstances, folks from 
the homeless community have 
found themselves in, it's not 


an uncommon occurrence, 1 * 
Kafara said. 

Edmonton Police Service did 
respond to inquiries from Metro 
about the cause and circum¬ 
stances of Jordahl r s death. 

Area residents held a memor¬ 
ial service for him last week, 
remembering jordahl as a self 1 
less, smiling, cheerful man, 
McGowan said. 

“He'd always bring a smile 
to your face, or he'd tel I a joke 
or do something funny, or do 
a little dance and make you 
laugh. 1 " he said. “He barely had 
anything and he'd still give." 

Although there are winter 
warming centres and drop-in 
agencies across the city, there 
is a need for more 24-hour shel¬ 
ters and affordable housing, 
Kafara added. 

“There's a serious lack of 
supportive and affordable hous¬ 
ing in Edmonton and the real 
concern is getting people into 
a house, 1 " he said. “That's the 
big thing — a safe place that 
people can call their house is 
very important"

Police arrest hate crime suspect after alleged threat at train station

Police have arrested a man sus¬ 
pected of committing a hate 
crime at an LR J station. 

On Nov. 8, a man allegedly 


approached two young women 
wearing hijabs. fashioned a 
noose in a rope he took from 
his pocket and said it was meant 
for them. Investigators said the 
man then sang 0 Canada in front 
of the women, who were wait¬ 
ing at the University of Alberta 
UCT station. 


Police announced Ihesday 
they had a suspect in custody. 
A hate crime charge is possible. 

Many questioned why police 
reported the incident nearly a 
month later But the University 
of Alberta contacted police about 
the incident weeks later, accord¬ 
ing to EPS spokesperson Scott 


Paltison. “Immediately, within 
an hour, hate crimes was add¬ 
ing it to their list. They were 
investigating and Interviewing 
the complainants," he said. 

Investigators released a still 
taken from a video at the station 
and asked for the public's help 
in finding the suspect, believed 


to be in his 60s. 

In iieptember, a dozen racist 
posters targeting turban-wearing 
Sikhs were discovered on cam¬ 
pus at the University of Alberta, 
including one at the university's 
main library. The university re¬ 
moved the posters, which fea¬ 
tured a picture of a Sikh man, 


profanity about turbans and a 
statement calling on people from 
third-world cultures to leave. 

In October. Edmonton police 
asked the public for help in find¬ 
ing those responsible for anti- 
Islam flyers dropped off in mail¬ 
boxes in several neighbourhoods.

Labour trafficking 
a big problem here

Labour trafficking is prevalent in 
Edmonton thinks to “systemic 
abuse" of the temporary foreign 
worker program, according to 
a new report From the Action 
Coalition on Human Tfriffickirig. 

ACT Alberta is calling for im¬ 
migration and criminal justice 
reform, after the report shed 
light on the working and living 
conditions of exploited workers. 

"While we know not all busi¬ 
nesses that employ migrant 


workers are trafficking them, we 
do know there tire popular busi¬ 
ness in this city that are benefit¬ 
ing from trafficked labour." said 
ACT Alberta executive director, 
Andrea Burkhart. 

Some migrant workers traf¬ 
ficked, in Edmonton come 
through the student or vis¬ 
itor programs, but most come 
through the low-wage TFW 
stream and work in hotels, con¬ 
struction. cleaning or the service 
industry. 

Alberta has the mast tempor¬ 
ary foreign workers per capita 
of any province in Canada, and 
Burkhart said referrals to ACT 
double every year. 

Trafficked workers tire paid 
little or no money. 

In some cases employers will 
accompany them to the banks 
while they deposit their cheques, 
then force them to turn their 
money over — so Canadian 


Revenue Agency records will 
still show they're being paid. 
Burkhart said. 

iome are forced into “de¬ 
plorable" living conditions — 
Burkhart said some reported liv¬ 
ing in an apartment with 10-12 
people sharing one bed. 

Employers use deceit, mon¬ 
itoring, isolation, fear, and 
threats to family members back 
home to control workers, who 
often have large debts to pay off 
and are not aware of protections 
available in Canada, she said. 

“They don’t know where to 
go for help, they don't know if 
anybody even cares about what's 
happening to them,” Burkhart 
said. 

ACT is calling for more open 
work permits that don't tie 
temporary foreign workers to 
a specific employer, and more re¬ 
sources for punishing traffickers, 
among other recommendations.

Blatchford development gets OK

Blatchford reached a milestone 
Tuesday, as councillors on the 
executive committee approved 
a plan that lets development 
restart. 

The plan, which requires coun¬ 
cil approval Thursday, could see 
the city spend up to £19 million 
to start the first phase of the 
district energy system, which 
is planned to distribute energy 
to multiple buildings via heat 
from the sewer, ground or sun. 

The $19 million would initially 
come from tax-supported debt, 
but Mayor Don Iveson said the 


city expects to recover those dol¬ 
lars through utility fees. 

“It would only be an issue for 
the taxpayer is something goes 
catastrophically wrong,'“ tie said. 

Council delayed Blatchford 
in May so that they could seek 
funding from the province and 
the federal government. 

When complete it is expected 
to become home to 30,000 resi¬ 
dents living in a community that 
uses nearly 100 per cent renew¬ 
able energy. 

This new phased plan, lets the 
district system adapt to future 
technologies because it won't 
all be built at once, according 
to David Dodge, cochair of the 
city's energy transition advisory 
committee. 


“The solutions we think are 
perfect today won't be the same 
tO years from now," he said. 

But: the committee also heard 
that up to five per cent of Blatch¬ 
ford could be home tooff-the-grid 
houses, though it vary depending 
on market demand. 

Known as passive homes, the 
offthegrid units are “super-in¬ 
sulated" and require 10 per cent 
of the energy of a normal house. 
Dodge said. 

I'tie city intends the District 
Energy Sharing System to be a 
public utility and the city will 
conduct a screen ing process for 
a re model in terms of design, 
build, maintenance, finance and 
operations. The city expects resi¬ 
dents to move in by 2019.

Irene Apon said the annual 
party at Emmanuel Community 
Church went off without a hitch 
diis year. Sinterkbas, the equiva¬ 
lent of Santa, arrived, surrounded 
by three attendants dressed in 
orange, black and purple suits. 


But SinterkUias's traditional 
sidekick. Black Pete jor Zwaite 
Piet) was not there. 

Many say the character is akin 
to blackface. 

'the character sparked contro¬ 
versy in Edmonton this week, 
after Dntch Delicious bakery 
celebrated the holiday using the 
tradition. 

According to tradition, Black 
Pete ls a Moor from Spain, and 
is portrayed by people wearing 
blackface make-up, often with 
dark wigs and red lipstick. 


Critics say that white perform¬ 
ers using makeup to dress as 
black people is widely considered 
offensive in Canada. 

Apon said her church has 
Dutch roots, which made the 
change difficult for some. But, 
she said, the church decided last 
year they cou Id still have a fnn 
party without the controversy. 

“If we wanted to change the 
English Santa's elves and portray 
them without pointy ears little 
kids wouldn't know the differ¬ 
ence," she said. 'The kids are 


just enjoying the Sinterklaas." 

Apon said the church decided 
to get rid of Black Pete last year. 

While Apon said not every¬ 
one agrees that Black Ptete is of¬ 
fensive. she added the church 
wanted to be sensitive to those 
who did. 

She also said they wanted the 
new generation of kids to get to 
know r Sinterklaas without the 
controversy. 

“We had a great party, and 
that's the main thing."

The city’s open data manager 
says Edmontonians could see a 
new app next year that keeps 
them up to speed on which 
city roads have been cleared 
of snow. 

Wendy Gnenz, branch man¬ 
ager with the open data unit, 
said the city will release more 
data next year, which will al¬ 
low developers to build apps 
like the one described. 

But the city’s next hurdle is 
to release all data linked to its 
311 complaint service. 

Councillors with the city's 
executive committee discussed 
administration's open data ef¬ 
forts Tuesday,, and heard that 
some bankers involve bow staff 
enter numbers into computers. 

for instance, the second- 


biggest complaint via 311 is 
unploughed roads, according 
to Gnenz. 

But the biggest complaint, 


The city recently tackled that 
issue, partnering with app de¬ 
veloper Transit — which used 


the city’s data —* so that com¬ 
muters could get real-time in¬ 
formation on the location of 
their buses. 


But not all has been rosy 
for citizens looking for infor¬ 
mation. 

Troy Pavlek, who is running 
for council next year, said the 
city has been late on requests 
and is hardly communicating. 

“3 get no communication 
whatsoever on these requests 
I've made." he said. “I have yet 
to ever receive (an automated 
reply) and J've submitted about 
30 requests" 

Gnenz argued staff direct 
citizens to the province if data 
requests aren't under the city's 
jurisdiction, adding the vast ma¬ 
jority of information is released. 

Administration also plans 
to partner with Alberta Health 
Services on data that relates to 
people's health. 

Mayor Lkm Iveson suggested 
such information could be used 
to determine Bdmonton's 
health care needs. 

“If that helps the provincial 
government control health 
care costs, then all of the sud¬ 
den we're bringing them solu¬ 
tions and helping, rather than 
just coming w r itb our hand out 
which is sort of the traditional 
approach of local government," 
he said.

Auto sales 
regulator 
boss sacked 

The Alberta government is re¬ 
placing the head of its auto sales 
regulator after a review found 
multiple problems, including a 
multimillion-dollar compensa¬ 
tion fund with almost no pay¬ 
outs. 

Service Alberta Minister Steph¬ 
anie McLean confirmed John 
Bachinski is being replaced with 
an interim CEO at the Alberta 
Motor Vehicle Industry Council, 
also known as AMV1C. 

“I'm very concerned with the 
report's finding that the compen¬ 
sation fund is at the 54-million 
cap but has paid out almost noth¬ 
ing to consumers," McLean said. 

AMVIC is an independent 
agency that reports to the gov¬ 
ernment and helps protect con¬ 
sumer from unscrupulous prac¬ 
tices when they are buying or 
checking automobiles. 

Those who are wronged can 
apply for relief from a compen¬ 
sation fund. 

But a report into AMVlC’s 
operation, done by an outside 
analyst at the request of the prov¬ 
ince. found that little was done 
to advertise the fund and those 
who applied faced hurdles and

Indigenous 
leaders pay 
tribute to ailing 
Gord Downie 

A frmJTcoktng Gord Downie wept 
openly, wiping tears from his 
eyes, as indigenous leaders paid 
tribute to the ailing Tragically Hip 
frontman Tuesday for "his efforts 
in forcing Canada to confront 
the legacy of residential schools. 

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
stood nearby and watched as 
Downie, who has been diagnosed 
with a rare and incurable form of 
brain cancer, was honoured in a 
ceremony during the Assembly 
of First Nations special assembly 
in Gatineau, Que. 

Trudeau, who has long cham¬ 
pioned a new relationship with 
Aboriginal Peoples, was there 
to unveil plans for an Indigen¬ 
ous Languages Act in hopes 
of preserving and revitalizing 
First Nations, Metis and Jnuit 
languages in Canada. 

Downie s Secret Path solo pro¬ 
ject honours 12-year-old Chanie 
\\fenjack, who died in 1966 after 
running away from a residen¬ 


tial school near Ken ora. Out. 
Proceeds from the album and 
graphic novel are being donated 
to the National Centre for Truth 
and Reconciliation at the Univer¬ 
sity of Manitoba. 

During a solemn and touching 
ceremony, Downie was given an 
eagle feather and swaddled in a 
star blanket, and also showered 
in indigenous gifts such as moc¬ 
casins and blankets. He was 
anointed the "Man Who Walks 
Among the Stars." 


In brief remarks, a visibly 
moved Downie acknowledged 
Canada's 150th anniversary cele¬ 
brations next year, expressing 
the hope that the next 150 years 
will be better for all indigenous 
Canadians. 

“It will take 150 yea is, or seven 
generations, to heal the wound 
of the residential school, to be 
come a country that can truly 
call ourselves Canada. It means 
we must become one," Downie

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau says the government 
will introduce an Indigenous 
Languages Act. 

Trudeau made the an¬ 
nouncement during a spe¬ 
cial assembly of First Nations 
leaders.

Trudeau remains under

Eaceboak* Microsoft, 'Twitter and 
YouTube are joining forces to 
more quickly identify the worst 
tenonst propaganda nod prevent 
it from spreading online. 


The new program announced 
Monday would create a database 
of unique digital "fingerprints 1 ’ 
to help automatically identify 
videos or images the compan¬ 
ies could remove. 

The move by the technology 
companies, which is expected to 
begin in early 2017, aims to as¬ 
suage government concerns over 
social media content that is seen

Finally, on Monday, Berto¬ 
lucci issued a statement: “I 
would like, for the last time, to 
clear up a ridiculous misunder¬ 
standing." He says "Maria 
knew eveiytbing because she 
had read the script, where it 
was all described. The only 
novelty was the Idea of the 
butter."

In assessing the far right* 
we need to acknowledge 
male mental health 


While the ideologies of Islam¬ 
ist terrorists groups and white 
supremacists are worth decon¬ 
structing, part of their rise can 
also be explained by how they 
prey on loneliness, depression 
and isolation. In men, espe¬ 
cially, our failure to address 
mental health can have dan¬ 
gerous effects. 

Research by Beyond Blue, 
an Australian mental health 
organization, found that 25 
per cent of men felt they don’t 
have anyone outside of their 
immediate family to talk to; 

41 per cent reported having 
one or two to talk to. 

Jesse Hayman, director 
men's health promotions at 
Movember. told me, “If the 
first time a man is speak¬ 
ing about a mental health 
situation is with their doctor, 
then we’ve done something 
wrong." Experts find that 
social connectedness is not 
something men value. Cul¬ 
tural maxims on what “real 
men" do [anti don’t do, e.g„ 
cry ) then reinforce male isola¬ 
tion. 

Isolated in the three- 
dimensional world, vulner¬ 
able men are finding digital 
spaces ready to exploit that 
vulnerability. The new vogue 
for ultra-right-wing con¬ 
servatism mixed is the latest 
evolution of the Internet's 
“manosphere."’ This space 
comprises oil-overlapping 
Internet groups like men's- 
rights activists, pick-up artists. 
Gameigale's misogynists and 
Reddit's Red Pill. 

After the election ofTrump, 
analyst Siyanda Mohutsiwa 
tweeLed: “If people followed 
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the alt-right groups On Reddit, 
they would know lhai young 
white Americans were told to 
hide their support ofTrump.” 

The so-called alternative 
right aren’t the only ones to 
insist followers keep a strict, 
potentially alienating divide 
between their public and 
political lives. As part of its 
recruiting plan, Daesh — com¬ 
monly called ISIS — encour¬ 
ages recruits to live paral¬ 
lel lives. Most of the group’s 
recruits are young and male. 
The group advises converts 
from the West to keep Lheir 
new identities quiet lest they 
be suspected of rad Icalizatfotl. 

Both online predators and 
cults use this method of ask- 
ing others to be silent in their 
deceit. Still, this is little com¬ 
fort for friends and Family 
who suddenly find a man in 
their life is espousing hateful 
views. 

Extremist groups oiler a 
sense of belonging, commun¬ 
ity and purpose that belies 
their regressive and violent 
philosophies. It's an especially 
alluring offer for men who 
suffer silently with mental 
health issues. And when it 
comes to male mental health, 
we have a fuzzy picture. We 
know, for example, that men 
commit 30 percent of suicides 
but that their reported rates of 
depression do not correlate. 

Predatory groups with vio¬ 
lent ideologies are stepping 
in to fill this gap, With better 
diagnosis and treatment, we 
could pre-empt the troubling 
and isolating behaviours that, 
as we’re seeing, precede vio¬ 
lent behaviours.

In the die! buttles of the pEist 
few years, fat, sugiir and oirbo- 
hydrates have all taken hits 
to their reputations. Only pro¬ 
tein tame out looking like a 
champion. 

l J rotein is hailed in fitness 
magazines and websites for its 
ability to help yon stay lean, feel 
full and build muscle. 

And that's all true.. But the 
benefits don't continue going 
up the more protein you eat, 
says Ottawa dietician Helene 
Chari ebois. 

Despite what body builders 
and fad dieters knocking back 
protein-loaded shakes might tell 
you, "'The newest research, from 
the University of Texas, shows 
we can't metabolize more than 
about 20 or 30 grams of protein 
per jmeul). M Charlebois said. 

And the rest? “Anything you 
eat in overabundance changes 
to fat and gets stored." 

The marketplace hasn’t got 
the message: According to re¬ 


search firm turomonitor Inter¬ 
national, protein bars and pow¬ 
ders take up a large and growing 
share of the "sporEs nutrition" 
category. Sales of such prod¬ 
ucts in Canada were forecast 
by Euro monitor to grow by ap¬ 
proximately $53 miHion to $311 
million between 2013 and 201B. 

Demand has also spiked 
for packaged foods with add¬ 
ed protein and trendy plant- 
based proteins like pea and 
hemp, buromonitor says. But, 
“Consumer awareness of rec¬ 
ommended intake could pose 
a long-term threat’’ to growth. 

Translation: People could real¬ 
ize they don't actually need hun¬ 
dreds of grams of protein a day. 

According to Health Canada, 
close to 100 per cent of Can¬ 
adian adults manage to get the 
minimum protein they need, 
which is defined as the recom¬ 
mended dietary allowance of 0.8 
grams of protein per kilogram 
of body weight. 

For a 150-pound person, 
that's at least 54 grams per day; 
more if vouTe very active, preg¬ 
nant or nursing. 

Charlebois has a couple tricks 
for making the most of your 
protein intake: 

* Spread out high-protein 
foods throughout the day to 
maximize what you absorb. 

* The amino acid leucine, 
abundant in dairy products, is 
the best for building muscle.

mind-altering, and some stud¬ 
ies have shown it helps ease 
anxiety, seizures and nausea. 

CBD also has fewer side ef¬ 
fects- than THC, but they're poor¬ 
ly understood.

Animal studies suggest the 
danger zone is anything above 
30 mg of CBD per kilogram of 
body weight. 

But we don't know — and 
that's the problem, explained 
Dr. Kathleen AJcock, a veter¬ 
inarian at the Downtown 
Animal Hospital in Toronto. 

AEcock has a longstanding 


interest in pain medicine and is 
looking into how she could be 
able to dispense medical mari¬ 
juana to pets.

She was also firm about feedh 
ing Fido products from a dispens¬ 
ary: Don’t do it.

AJcock said she sees about one 
case of marijuana poisoning per 
month. Cats and dogs are "ex¬ 
quisitely sensitive" to cannabis, 
and she said they get twitchy and 
“sedated to the point of respira¬ 
tory failure" after getting into 
their human's stash. Even one 
cookie or one joint can cause 
serious problems.

As for as crossovers go, it doesn't 
get much more quintessential 
than the Honda CK-V. 

it hit the market all the way 
back in 1997, tong before the 
term “crossover" was even in 
vogue, and has quietly dominat¬ 
ed ever since. With a new version 
hitting the market for 2017, it 
now conies powered by a turbo¬ 
charged engine in what could be 
the CR-Vs biggest change since 
Honda scrapped the tailgate- 
mounted spare tine. 

The vast majority of newCK-Vs 
set to hit dealers will be powered 
by a turbocharged 1.5-litre, Bor¬ 
rowed from the Chic, the four- 
cylinder receives a few minor 
tweaks before serving under the 
hood of Honda's popular CUV, 
including a revised turbine and a 
slightly lower compression ratio. 

The benefits of turbocharging 
a crossover like the CR-V aren’t 
necessarily going to show up 
on paper, or even at the pumps. 
Both available engines make a 
similar amount of power while 


fuel economy improves only mar¬ 
ginally with the L5-litre under 
the hood. Instead. iCs how the 
pair of four-cylinders deliver 
power, and when they deliver 
it, that is markedly different. 

Belting out on an indirect trek 
from Monterey, Calif, to San 
Francisco in a Touring model 
with all-wheel drive, it was on 
the highway that the new CR-V 
showcased its improved drive 
the most, and not just for its im¬ 
pressive adaptive cruise control. 

While a little rigid and truck- 
like. the fourtlugeneration CR-V 
offers' a tremendously smooth 
ride aided by its new suspension 
that features struts up front and 
a multi-link setup around back, 
and fluid-filled bushings at all 
four comers. Combined with 
improved cabin quietness, the 
only complaint on the highway is 
rooted in a lane departure winn¬ 
ing system that on be somewhat 
erratic, recognizing patched 
cracks in the asphalt as lane 
markings and sending a pulse 
through the steering wheel.OfF 
the highway, the CR-Vs car-like 
steering system proved a worthy 
companion. Weighted a little 
heavily, or at least heavier than 
the last CR-V, the setup is very 
nimble and easy. 

This fourth-generation model 
brings alt the necessary ingredi¬ 
ents — turlxxhaiged engine, spa¬ 
cious interior and attractive de¬ 
sign — that are sure to keep the 
CR-V a leader for years to come.
